FORMER Black Country 
soldier and Express & Star 
local hero Karl Hinett is 
facing one of the biggest 
challenges of his life - climb¬ 
ing Mount Everest. 

Karl, of Tipton, is tackling 
Everest with other injured 
servicemen and women as 
part of the Walking with the 
Wounded challenge, to help 
wounded ex-military per¬ 
sonnel. 

Walking with the 
Wounded was established in 
2010 to raise funds to re¬ 
train wounded servicemen 
and women. 

It is the latest challenge 
for the 25-year-old who is 
more than halfway through 
a fundraising effort which 
sees him running 100 official 
marathons from January 
last year to the end of 2012. 

He said the climb would 
take about 10 weeks. 

“Everything has gone 
really well, I am obviously a 
bit nervous, but ready to 
take it on,” added Karl, of 
Hall Lane.” 

Karl joined the Stafford¬ 
shire Regiment at 17 and 
was injured when his arm¬ 
oured vehicle was bombed in 
2005. He had been in Iraq for 
five months. After the attack 
he had to learn to walk again 
and had many operations.

COUNCIL GETS TOUGH 
TO TACKLE DOG MESS

SANDWELL Council has chalked up a massive increase in 
dog mess fines in response to residents’ concerns - and 
is stepping up its action in a new campaign. 

Council wardens have issued over six times as many fines in the past 11 months as in the 
same period the previous year, and fines have been handed out in each of the borough’s six 
towns. Now the council is stepping up the dog fouling crackdown as part of its Operation 
Clean Sweep campaign, by increasing awareness and targeted patrols. 

Between April 1 last year and February 29, wardens fined 106 people, up from 17 in the 
same period last year. West Bromwich has seen the most fines over the past 11 months, 

with 31 issued.

Fake clothes 
couple are 
sent to jail 

AN OLDBURY couple behind a designer 
clothes con have been jailed. 

Hayley and Keith Horton ran a £1 million 
fake designer clothes racket, while also 
buying cheap outfits from the Cannock- 
based Newlife charity and selling them for a 
huge profit. 

The charity, which raises money for dis¬ 
abled children, sells genuine designer goods 
at bargain prices. 

Stock is donated to the charity by shops if 
they are deemed out of season or slightly 
damaged and their labels are cut. 

But the Hortons sewed in new labels to 
pass them off as if they had come straight 
from the factory. They also imported fake 
dresses from China and sold them on ebay 
as real. It is estimated the couple, of Har- 
borne Road, raked in sales via ebay of 
£260,865.88 from 2008 to 2010, when they 
were rumbled by trading standards. 

Hayley Horton, 40, was handed a 27- 
month jail sentence at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court as the brains behind Wags 
Classy Rags, while her husband Keith, 46, 
was jailed for 21 months. 

They each admitted seven charges of pos¬ 
sessing counterfeit material, one of selling 
counterfeit material and five of money laun¬ 
dering. 


Twenty four were handed out in Tipton, 17 
in Smethwick, 14 in Wednesbury, 15 in 
Oldbury and 12 in Rowley Regis. 

For dog fouling offences, wardens issue a 
£75 fine, which is reduced to £50 if it is paid 
in 10 days. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said: “We receive lots of complaints 
about this issue and intend to seriously 
crack down on dog fouling. 

“We would like to praise the borough's 
responsible dog owners who will not be 
affected by this campaign, but we are going 
to come down hard on people who don’t 
clean up after their dogs.” 

Education 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for neighbour¬ 
hood services, said: “Dog fouling is a big 
concern for Sandwell residents, who keep 
asking us to do more about it. 

“We have stepped up our education and 
enforcement on this issue and I welcome 
this dramatic increase in fines.” 

Councillor Rowley added: “I want to stress 
that the vast majority of dog owners are 
responsible. This is shown by the 77 tonnes 
of dog mess we collected from our dog 
fouling bins last year. 

“But sadly a small number are not, and they 
are putting people’s health at risk, particu¬ 
larly children who play in parks and on 
grass. 

“Apart from the health concerns, dog mess 
is a real nuisance. It makes the area look 
untidy and it unfairly gives all those respon¬ 
sible dog owners a bad name.”

Man tells 
of crash 
that killed 
his brother 

A MAN who cheated death 
in an M5 horror crash told 
how he blacked out and 
woke up in hospital to dis¬ 
cover his brother had died. 

Ashfaq Ahmed, from 
Smethwick, a fruit packer, 
was a passenger in a coach 
when it was in collision with 
a lorry in fog. 

The 29-year-old was one of 
40 people injured. But his 
brother, Liaquat Ali, and the 
lorry driver, William Map- 
stone, of Somerset, died. 

“Liaquat was by the 
window and I was sitting 
next to him,” said Mr 
Ahmed, of Shireland Road. 

“As soon as it crashed, my 
eyes shut. I did not see any¬ 
thing. I can’t remember any¬ 
thing about it.” 

The crash was on Satur¬ 
day. 

Mr Ahmed said when he 
regained consciousness he 
was in the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham. A 
policeman and doctor were 
by his bed. 

“Someone told me my 
brother had died. I was very 
upset,” he said. 

Mr Ahmed said he and his 
brother, of Trafalgar Road, 
Smethwick, had been 
packing fruit for about three 
years. He said the family was 
devastated by the news, 
including Mr Ali’s wife Fozia 
Shaheen and three children 
Shafqat Ali, nine, 
Mohammed Owais Ali, two, 
and Kashish Eman, six.

Library’s friends group unveiled a 
birthday cake with the Mayor of 
Sandwell Councillor Joyce Underhill 
to mark the building’s latest mile¬ 
stone. Talks about its history were put 
on by historian David Yates. 

The Grade 11 listed building was 
given a major refurbishment in 1990 
and a new extension has also been 


added since, which now houses the 
Sure Start Children’s Centre. 

But the original Art Deco style of the 
building has been retained, with the 
extension built to match it. 

Groups 

The library also now owns 15 new 
laptops as well as 12 PCs for public use 
with access to the Oxford English dic¬ 
tionary, the Encyclopaedia Britannica 
and ancestry.com among other pro¬ 
grammes. 

The library is also now home to a 
number of social groups including an 


over-50s club, a family history society 
and the friends group, which was set 
up six years ago. One of the friends’ 
group members, who was born in the 
same year the library opened, said it is 
all a far cry from the library she used to 
visit as a teenager. 

Pauline Downes, a lifelong Bear¬ 
wood resident, said: “I started going 
when I was about 14 or 15. 

“It was a bit dismal and the books 
were all on very high book cases. It was 
very different to what it is now. 

“The interior is almost unrecognis¬ 
able now.” 


Lecturer who bit off part 
of wife's nose is jailed 


A COLLEGE science teacher who bit off the 
end of his wife’s nose during a row started a 
five-year prison sentence as his victim spoke 
of her misery. 

Father-of-six Nicholas Gough, who taught at Phoenix 
Collegiate Academy, West Bromwich, attacked Lynne, 52, 
while they sat in the garden after he had shown affection. 

He then tried to persuade 
her to blame their pet dog for 
the appalling injury. 

The jealous 59-year-old 
had threatened to kill her 
before during their 24-year 
marriage but she had never 
reported this because he 
claimed “she was a slapper 
and the authorities would 
always believe a clever man 
like him over her,” Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard yesterday. 

Mrs Gough finally walked 
out of their Wolverhampton 
house in January last year to 
set up home with a man she 
had met at work, said prose¬ 
cutor Mrs Sati Ruck. 

“Then in July last year 
Mrs Gough’s new partner 
suddenly died. She was 
feeling low and vulnerable 
and decided to try to recon¬ 
cile the relationship with her 
husband,” Mrs Ruck said. 

Stroking 

Violence flared on Sep¬ 
tember 21, which would 
have been the birthday of 
Mrs Gough’s late partner, 
said Mrs Ruck who added: 
“When she told her husband 
why she was upset he 
replied:’ I am glad Chris is 
dead. He deserved it.’ 

“He suddenly became 
calm, started stroking her 
face and said ‘I love you,’ 
before repeatedly punching 
her.” He then sank his teeth 
into her nose biting off the 
tip. After the attack he 
calmed down and suggested 
they blame the family dog. 

Gough, from Headland 
Road, Castlecroft, admitted 
wounding with intent. 


Expanding 
firm is on 
lookout for 
bigger base 

AN ENGINEERING firm in 
the Black Country is looking 
for a bigger base to cope with 
its expanding operation. 

Bosses at IPU Group in 
Oldbury are looking at 
either investing in their site 
in Churchbridge or buying 
or renting a new site nearby. 

“We looked at it in 2008 
and decided it was too expen¬ 
sive, so we had to shelve it,” 
said managing director 
Robert Beebee. “But we are 
discussing it again now. 

“We are looking at other 
sites but we also want to 
maximise what we can get 
out of this building.” 

IPU Group was started by 
Mr Beebee’s father in 
Wolverhampton in 1959. 
Now it employs 75 people. 

The firm moved from 
Wolverhampton to Oldbury 
in 2000, when it employed 
23 people. 

It achieved a turnover this 
year of £19 million - £6m 
more than the £13m it 
recorded for 2010/ 2011. 

The firm makes equip¬ 
ment like starter motors for 
diesel engines used in power 
generators, mobile phone 
masts and water pumps. 


I never want to see him again, says victim

DEVASTATED Lynne 
Gough has had to undergo 
repeated reconstruction 
surgery and numerous hos¬ 
pital visits since the attack. 

She is divorcing her 
teacher husband and said: “I 
never want to see or hear 
from him ever again. I just 
want to be happy and move 
on. This man has wrecked 
my life.” 

She revealed: “He always 
used to say that to win a 
fight he had to fight dirty 
and go for the eyes or face. I 
felt him position his teeth 
around my nose before he bit 
down on it. He said ‘stop 
screaming or I am going to 
kill you’.” 

“He said: ‘I love you 
Lynne. You are going to die.’ 

“I have had facial recon¬ 
struction operations, two of 
which failed. I still suffer 
pain and have to go to hospi¬ 
tal for weekly check-ups and 
that is likely to continue for 
some time. 

“After the attack he said 
that he would finish me off 
and I still believe that he is 
going to do that.”

Mark metal to beat thieves, say police 


SANDWELL police are training 
business people to mark metal to 
deter thieves. 

The police are working with 
Sandwell’s Business Improvement 
District and the council to encour¬ 
age businesses to mark their metal 
goods in a bid to reduce theft in the 
borough. 

The police are training people to 
use the Martec Printer which per¬ 


manently prints on to metal. The 
only way to remove the mark is to 
grind it off. 

DC Matt Millward joined the 
leader of Sandwell Council, Darren 
Cooper at metal firm Speedfab Ltd 
on Credenda Road in Oldbury to 
demonstrate how the marking 
works. Speedfab Ltd designs and 
manufactures special-purpose 
stainless steel. 


He said: “This is part of our oper¬ 
ation to reduce the amount of metal 
theft in the area. We are also 
working with scrap metal yards to 
make sure they recognise these 
marks, and recognise when they 
have been removed. We have also 
been encouraging them not to 
accept walk-in metal sales, and to 
gain photo ID from any seller.” 

He added: “We have already 


reduced metal crime by 33 per cent. ” 

DC Matt Millward is also encour¬ 
aging businesses and residents to 
use Smart Water on their property. 

SmartWater is a clear liquid and 
can be used to mark property. Under 
ultraviolet light the liquid glows flu¬ 
orescent yellow. It also contains a 
unique code, so any stolen property 
marked with it can be traced to its 
owner.

Nursery criticised by Ofsted 
improving, says new report 


A WEDNESBURY nursery where children 
were being put at risk because staff were not 
vetted properly and cleaning products were 
left within the reach of youngsters has 
improved, an Ofsted inspection has found. 

Explorers Nursery in Holyhead Road was rated as inade¬ 
quate and given a notice to improve following an inspection 
in January.

January’s report found 
risk assessments had not 
been implemented fully, and 
there were free-standing 
electric heaters and disinfec¬ 
tant sprays left in children’s 
reach. 

Following the inspection 
nursery bosses assured 
parents that requirements 
had been met, which is 
backed up in the findings of 
the latest inspection. 

Actions 

A letter to the nursery 
states that Ofsted inspector 
Lorraine Anne Lawton 
carried out a monitoring 
visit on February 16. 

It states: “The inspector 
was satisfied that the 
provider had met the major¬ 
ity of the actions in the 
notice to improve and that 
work is in progress to fully 
meet all of the actions.” 

The letter adds: “It is clear 
that the provider and staff 
have worked hard to drive 
improvement. ” 

It says recruitment proce¬ 
dures have been reviewed to 
make sure proper checks on 
staff are in place and a 
further monitoring visit will 
take place.

£200m development 


History uncovered by dig

MORE than 100 historic items have 
been uncovered at West Bromwich’s 
medieval Manor House. 

Archaeologists at work at the site 
have found items including pottery 
and clay pipes, some dating back to 
the 17 th century. 

A malthouse tile suggests beer used 
to be brewed within the grounds of the 


manor house, which is off Hall Green 
Road, while a block of iron suggests 
there could have been a blacksmith’s 
workshop. 

Pupils from schools in the region, 
including Moorlands Primary in West 
Bromwich and Hall Green Primary, 
have been helping with the dig. 


A TEMPORARY car park will 
open in West Bromwich next 
month paving the way for work 
to continue on the £200 million 
pound Tesco development. 

The car park opposite Queen’s Square 
shopping centre will close on April 10 
and the new one, off Cronehills Linkway, 
will open in its place. 

It will be managed by the council and 
will provide 400 short stay parking 
spaces. The Queen’s Square multi¬ 
storey car park will remain open 
throughout construction. 

The new car park is less than five 
minutes’ walk from the centre and signs 
are being erected to direct people to the 
shops and facilities. 

Jonathan Simpson, corporate affairs 
manager for Tesco, said: “A key part of 
the scheme is it’s dovetailing with the 
town centre and as the site boundary 
moves closer to the heart of West 
Bromwich, people will be able to get a 
sense of how the new centre will inte¬ 
grate with the existing offering.” 

Construction workers will be able to 
move forward with the first elements of 
the construction to the store and retail 
units on the New Square development. 

Primark, Next, Arcadia, JD Sports 
and Bank have already signed up to take 
space in the development and more than 
2,000 jobs are due to be created. 

The development also includes a 
36,000sq ft cinema and restaurant.

And Barlow’s son Chris told them 
the family had been touched by the 
many tributes paid since his father 
died a fortnight ago at the age of 85. 

In a speech about his father which 
was greeted with a standing ovation, 
Chris Barlow said: “I never had the 
pleasure of seeing him play. 

“He retired before I was born, but 
we have heard so many nice things 
said by the likes of Bobby Robson 
and Bobby Moore and if they thought 
he was one of the best players they 
ever saw, that says it all. 

“What has given me most pleasure 
is to hear how well-liked he was, not 
only by those who knew him well but 
also by those who never met him. 

“Dad had so much he could have 
been conceited or arrogant about but 
he never was. 

“I’m pretty sure he knew what a 
great player he had been but he left 
it for others to say that. 

“Dad didn’t only have class on the 
field, he had it off the field as well.” 
Barlow’s youngest daughter, Tonia, 
spoke of the family’s pride at taking

Region leads the way 
with blocked sewers 


THE Black Country has the 
dubious distinction of being 
one of the worst areas in the 
country for blocked sewers, 
according to Severn Trent. 

The firm says the region is one of the 
worst for blockages caused by items 
flushed down toilets, and for fat and 
grease poured down sinks which goes on 
to block sewers. 

Two out of every five sewer blockages 
in the Midlands are caused by sanitary 
products and another fifth are caused by 
fat, oil and grease. 

Since the start of the year there have 
been 2,831 blockages in the region. In 
one week in February there were 16 in 
Tipton, 20 in Wednesbury, 36 in Lady- 
moor and 75 in Walsall.

Severn Trent will going door to door 
giving out free fat traps to help bin fat 
rather than pour it down the sink. This 
will start in Walsall but include other 
areas. The company will also be sending 
out warning information to households. 

Johanne Morris, customer operations 
manager, said: “It’s easy to think out of 
sight, out of mind when we put items 
down the loo that would be better off in 
the bin. But for sewer workers on the 
receiving end of rubbish it’s a constant 
battle.”

Discovery unlocks industry's past 


AS FAR as Michael Hamson was 
concerned, he was just doing a 
favour for an old friend when he 
started tidying her garage. 

Old flower pots, car batteries, the odd 
tyre, it was filled with the usual junk that 
many of us acquire over time. Then he 
pulled out a battered old packing crate. And 
he could scarcely believe his eyes. 

Locks. And lots of them. Victorian locks, 
Edwardian locks, big locks, small locks, but 
all of them made by Black Country lock- 
maker Enoch Jones. 

“I knew her family had something to do 
with the lock industry, but never really 
thought anything of it,” says Michael, a 
retired machine operative from Codsall. 

Eileen Jones is the grand-daughter of the 
well-known Willenhall lockmaker Enoch 
Jones. For people with an interest in this 
fascinating industry, this haul found in a 
garage on the outskirts of Wolverhampton 
must seem akin to the discovery of the 
Staffordshire Hoard. 

It’s not just locks. There is masses of mar¬ 
keting literature. Bold, garishly coloured 
brochures so typical of the 1920s, explaining 
the benefits of the Enoch Jones patent claw 
lock. Sales ledgers and order books going 
back to the 1860s. 

There is even a certificate from then 
prime minister Stanley Baldwin, presented 
to Enoch’s son Thomas Beddowe Jones. 

“This is a truly significant find,” says

Jenny Walkey, of the Black Country Living 
Museum. “So much of the history relating to 
the lock works of Willenhall has disap¬ 
peared.” 

For Michael, who is 67, the hard work 
came with the next bit: cleaning and sorting 
the locks, and matching them up with their 
keys. 

“My grandchildren Sophie, Stephen and 
Laura spent many hours helping with that,” 
he says. 

In the 19th century, Willenhall was one of 
the world’s leading centres for lockmaking, 
with vast swathes of the town’s population 
employed in the trade. 

John Enoch Jones started his lock 
company around 1860 at 36, Doctors Piece, 
just off Walsall Road, and he patented many 
innovations over the following years. 

“He was a very good craftsman and engi¬ 
neer,” says Michael. 

His son Thomas, who was born in 1888, 
trained as a plumber, but ended up working 
for his father in a management role. 

The factory was at the back of their house 
in Doctors Piece, and remained there after 


they moved to Gypsy Lane. The company 
continued trading until the mid-1950s, 
when Thomas Jones’ doctor ordered him to 
retire at the age of 68. 

Thomas Jones’ daughter, Eileen, was 
born in 1920. 

“He then decided to sell the company 
after almost a hundred years of trading to 
its long-term rival, Walsall Locks & Cart- 
gear,” says Michael. 

“One of their locks was amongst the crate 
of samples dated 1942. 

“Eileen can clearly remember how upset 
the staff were when Thomas announced the 
takeover of Enoch Jones & Sons.” 

The Jones family moved to Eileen’s 
present home, just outside Wolverhampton, 
in 1944, and that is where Michael discov¬ 
ered the locks, 68 years on. 

The find appears to be salesman’s 
samples, with tags on explaining what each 
lock is. Among them are locks designed for 
the General Post Office, London North 
Eastern Railways, London, Midland & Scot¬ 
tish Railways, the Great Western Railway, 
and several South American railway opera¬ 
tors. 

“They are in very good condition,” says 
Michael. “One of my favourites is a Victo¬ 
rian prison lock, it is a great big thing, with 
VR stamped on it.” 

The order books show a huge order placed 
by an Argentinian Railway company for 
2,000 claw locks at eight shillings each, with 
a one shilling discount for quantity. 


At the time, most of South America’s loco¬ 
motives and rolling stock were made by 
British manufacturers, and for some of 
these orders Jones worked in partnership 
with another well-known lockmaker, 
Arthur Linley. 

“Enoch made improvements to Linley’s 
lock to stop the jaws being forced open which 
he then patented in 1921. The patent 
number is stamped into the lock face.” 

Chubb 

The old company ledgers list the names of 
thousands of old companies dating back to 
the 1860s. Many have disappeared, but a few 
of the names are still with us. 

“Eileen told me that the Chubb Brothers 
kept asking Enoch to join them, but he 
stayed put,” says Michael. 

Doctors Piece has now been cut in half to 
make way for a road reconstruction, and a 
Morrisons store stands where Enoch’s 
factory and house stood at number 36. 

All that remains is the brass plaque. 

Michael, who had no interest in the lock 
industry prior to the find, admits he has now 
become something of an “anorak” on the 
subject, and is fascinated by the skills that 
these forgotten men of the Black Country 
possessed. 

“I think it is extremely important that we 
remember our industrial heritage,” he says. 

“This piece of lockmaking history could 
have ended up at the tip if Thomas Beddowe 
Jones hadn’t brought it home 60 years ago.”

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School expansion plan 
moves a step forward

A SCHEME to spend more than 
£14 million on expanding 
schools in Sandwell to create 
hundreds of new school places 
to cope with the borough’s 
baby boom has moved to the 
next stage. 

Christ Church Primary in Oldbury, 
Crocketts Community Primary in 
Smethwick, Summerhill Primary in 
Tipton and Rowley Hall Primary in 
Rowley Regis, will all be permanently 
expanded, under the proposals. 

And Annie Lennard Infant School in 
Smethwick, Brandhall Primary in 
Oldbury and Grace Mary Primary in 
Oldbury, will be temporarily expanded 
for one year. 

Funding 

The projects will be funded under the 
Schools Capital Programme. 

Sandwell’s finance chief Councillor 
Steve Eling has approved that the 
funding be allocated towards the proj¬ 
ects. 

A report on the expansion schemes 
stated: “The proposed projects reflect 
the funding levels and priorities identi¬ 
fied by the Government to ensure the 
supply of school places and fitness for 
purpose. The main driver for Sandwell is 
the rise in the birth rate. By September 
2015, we will need to provide an addi¬ 
tional 16 forms of entry in primary 
schools to keep pace with demand.” 


Festival in the park

woods Park, Adkins Lane, Bearwood, this 
summer. Attractions will include live 
music, arts and crafts, BMX and skate 
competition, plants, maypole dancing, 
fun fair, brass band and market stalls.

THE first new spring lambs have 
arrived at Forge Mill Farm, Sandwell 
Valley Country Park, West Bromwich. 
About 70 lambs have been born and 
visitors can visit them.

Visitors can also see the jersey cows 
being milked at 6am and 3.30pm. The 
ewes are fed at 2.30pm.

A POSTMAN who was mauled 
by a dog while on his round, is 
calling for owners to take more 
responsibility. 

Dennis Glenn, aged 24, of West 
Bromwich, was attacked by a rottweiler 
while delivering in the Hill Top area. The 
father-of-one, is now supporting a Royal 
Mail inquiry into dog attacks on postal 
workers. 

There are up to 4,000 dog attacks on 
Royal Mail employees each year, result- 
ingin injuries, many severe, according to 
the firm. 

Mr Glenn, of St Vincent Crescent, who 
has been a postman for three years said: 
“I was walking up the drive of one house 
when I was I distracted by a dog which 
was in a van. ” 

Another dog came bounding through 
the gates of the house growling at him. 

He said: “It was a large rottweiler, and 
it leapt at me and bit me in the left arm. 
I shouted at the owner to come out and I 
ran as fast as I could.” 

He added: “It was terrifying, and it 
was a large dog, anyone smaller than me 
will have been knocked over. If it was a 
child it would have been even worse.” 

The dog tore his jacket and left his 
arm bleeding. He said: “Someone had to 
take over my round while I went to hos¬ 
pital. I don’t blame the pets I blame the 
owners.” 

The incident was reported to the 
police, and Royal Mail is now refusing to 
deliver to that address.

The scheme for the old Beacon Cinema 
building in Brasshouse Lane will create 
at least three jobs. 

There had been objections from resi¬ 
dents worried about rubbish, and the 
number of eateries already in the area. 
But it was decided approval would 
secure the long-term future of the build¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, a member 
of the planning committee, said: “This is 
something that’s required. It’s creating 
jobs, which is what we need.” 

Plans will now see the partly disused 
cinema turned into a restaurant and a 
hot food takeaway. The first floor will be 
converted into three apartments and the 
car park will provide 13 spaces. 

Among those who objected to the 
plans was Councillor Pam Randhawa, 
who spoke on behalf of residents and 
neighbours near the site. 

She talked about concerns regarding 
congestion due to inadequate parking, 
nuisance due to noise and smell, and 
general disturbance. 

The committee was due to make a 
decision on another restaurant scheme, 
on the site of a former engineering firm 
in Roebuck Lane, West Bromwich, but 
the application was withdrawn after the 
plans were altered. 

Extention is approved 

A PROPOSAL for a first-floor side exten¬ 
sion at a house in Hillcrest Road, Great 
Barr, has been approved despite objec¬ 
tions. It had been suggested the plans for 
the house could open the floodgates for 
other people wanting to make similar 
changes to their homes.

An Act of Parliament had 
been passed in 1662 to make 
the river navigable to enable 
coal and iron to be carried to 
the River Severn. In 1664 
Yarrington embarked on a 
scheme to make this possible 
from Stourbridge to Kidder¬ 
minster. 

Canal navigation eventu¬ 
ally overtook the viability of 
the river.

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Regeneration is name of 
game with £200m project 



WEST Bromwich has a buzz about 
it, and it is not just the sound the 
bulldozers which have moved in. 

The town centre is undergoing a £200 million 
regeneration project, which will see swathes of 
it transformed into a modern shopping and 
leisure complex. 

The development will include a large shop¬ 
ping centre which will house a host of high 
street names alongside a Tesco, which anchors 
the scheme, and an eight screen Odeon cinema. 

The New Square development, which is due 
to open 2013, is set to make the town one of the 
a premier shopping destinations in the region. 

That is not to say that the town does not 
already have somewhere pick up a bargain, as 
the Astle Retail Park, off High Street, offers 
shoppers a huge choice of discounted wares. 

On the edge of the development is the contro¬ 
versial and now iconic arts centre, The Public. 
Designed by Will Alsop, the pink building itself 
is considered a work of art. 

Changed 

Inside pink lighting is reflected off metallic 
walls to welcome visitors of all ages. 

There is a free gallery featuring interactive 
digital artwork, a performance area for theatre, 
music and comedy and large exhibition spaces. 

The Public regularly changes its exhibitions 
to showcase professional artists as well those 
who are young and emerging. 

Although it hit the headlines for all the 
wrong reasons during its construction, the 
building welcomed more than 110,000 visitors 
and users in its first full year. 

It is now establishing itself as a valuable com¬ 
munity resource, as well as a place where visi¬ 
tors can interact with the arts and view 


artworks of local and national significance. It is 
not all about the modern and new in West 
Bromwich, as the town has a rich industrial 
history which is on show throughout the area. 

A striking symbol is the famous red brick 
Farley Clock Tower in Carters Green. It was 
built in 1897 and designed by Edward Pincher 
as a memorial to Alderman Reuben Farley, five 
times mayor of West Bromwich. 

The terracotta detailing, including panels 
depicting the Oak House, the Town Hall and a 
roundel of Farley himself, are the work of 
Albert Hopkins, student and later art master of 
Ryland Art School. 

The Oak House itself, in Oak Road, is a large 
half-timbered yeoman’s farmhouse dating back 


to the sixteenth century. It is one of the finest 
timber-framed buildings in the West Midlands 
and was given to the people of West Bromwich 
by Farley. The house offers a lively education 
rogramme of tours, talks and living history 
ased on the Tudors. 

Although the West Bromwich area is prima¬ 
rily industrial, there are a number of green 
areas open spaces the public can enjoy. Dart¬ 
mouth Park, Lloyd Street, is undergoing a 
restoration project to return it to its former 
glory. A new pavilion has been built and incor¬ 
porates an events room, areas for exhibition 
and displays, offices and public toilets. 

A sensory garden for the visually impaired is 
under construction and a jubilee rose bed will 


be in full bloom for the Diamond jubilee bank 
holiday. 

In addition to the parks an oasis for wildlife 
is in walking distance of the town centre. The 
RSPB Sand well Valley Nature Reserve is at the 
entrance to Sandwell Valley and is the perfect 
starting point for exploring this unique wildlife 
corridor. 

The hedgerows are full of finches and 
thrushes in winter and warblers in summer, 
including whitethroats and blackcaps. 

The valley has acres of woodlands, meadows, 
pools and streams, as well as two working 
farms and a network of trails. During the 
school holidays and at weekends there are a 
host of activities for the youngsters to enjoy.

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Time to brush up on 
home maintenance 


WHEN the summer arrives its 
time to do some very important 
maintenance checks around your 
property. 

Maintaining your home before 
things go wrong is the best way of 
ensuring that your property stays in 
top condition in the cheapest way. 

It is so much simpler to keep things 
well maintained than to be in a position 
where you are constantly repairing. 

The emphasis is on painting and dec¬ 
orating in the summer, but other jobs 
like replacing guttering, damaged 
through the bad months, or patching 
render and brickwork joints are best 
carried out in warmer conditions. 

GUTTERING 

If the guttering needs any replace¬ 
ments or cleaning this should be done 
first to stop dirt and debris falling onto 
other areas you have just decorated, 

When removing rotten cast iron 
gutters you will need help since the 
lengths are heavy and it is not safe just 
to let it break apart and drop to the 
ground. Scrape facia downpipes with 
care and wear eye protection. When the 
old gutter is cleaned away, replace, 


repair and paint any fascia boards and 
soffits. 

DECORATING WAGES 

AND WOODWORK 

Take care when working on ladders 
and access equipment. Make sure all 
step ladders are fully opened. Never 
lean stepladders against the wall to 
work from. Do not work alone on a high 
ladder. 

Start cleaning walls and windows 
from the top. Preparation is the key to 
good decorating of any kind and it is 
false economy to paint over old surfaces 
without proper preparation. The paint 
will peel and crack in no time. A coat of 
masonry paint will not fill cracked 
render or cover mould growth. 

To clean render effectively, a clean 
wall downpower washer can be used 
with fungicidal wash, removing any 
mould growth. Make good any cracks or 
holes and remove any loose material. 

Walls must be sound before painting. 
Tap the walls as you go listening for any 
‘hollow’ sounds as this means that the 
render has come unstuck from the 
masonry and should be replaced. 

The major problem with cracked or 



It is important to clear out debris from your guttering 


‘blown’ render is that water will get in 
behind it and cause damage and damp 
problems so be vigilant. Remove as 
much debris as possible with a wire 
brush then apply stabilising solution to 
allow a good key for the masonry paint. 

On already textured walls, smooth 
masonry paint should be used but if you 
want to apply a texture, then textured 
masonry paint can be used. Both 
usually have a 10-year guarantee if 
painted on to a properly-prepared 
surface. Do not paint when the sun is 
hot, the paint dries quickly and the 
edges will show when you stop. 

DECORATING TIMBER 

Painted timber should be washed 
down first to remove dirt. If the paint is 
still keying well there is no need to 
remove it but it should be rubbed down 
with a fairly fine grade sandpaper to 
remove a little of the shine. If the paint 
is not perfect, it is best to get back to a 
sound surface and start again. This can 
be done by using a paint stripper or a 
heat gun. 

After sanding down or stripping, the 
surface should be wiped over with 
white spirit. Make good any defects 
using a heat gun filler and where any 
rot is present it should be cut away. The 
remaining wood should be treated with 
wood preserver and the gaps and holes 
filled with external wood filler. If you 
have had to strip back to the wood you 
will need to prime the timber surface. 

The primer should be followed by an 
undercoat, then a top coat. Varnishing 
timber after sanding should be done as 
soon as possible to protect the timber. 

CRUMBLING BRICKWORK. 

If the winter’s freezing weather has 
caused the surface of the exposed brick¬ 
work to crumble and become unable to 
resist the ingress of moisture, it is 
important to seal them. Make good any 
defective pointing and seal.

SOME rooms stand out in a house 
and it’s all down to little touches 
that make all the difference. 

Complete with decorative details, 
such as mirrors, artwork, cushions and 
books, these rooms add a touch of class 
to any home. Here’s a quick guide to 
getting the most out of your decor. 

• Stand back and try to see your pos¬ 
sessions as a visitor would. It will help 
you re-evaluate them with a fresh eye. 
Take some photos of your rooms, as it 
will make it clear which objects are 
working for you, and which aren’t. 

• Use collectables - with a few pieces 
of decorative china or old photographs, 
or more planned with objects carefully 
gathered over the years. Consider 
whether items can be grouped together 
and look for themes to unify them. 

• Less is more - rotating displays 
occasionally and moving familiar 
objects into different rooms will 
instantly refresh them and the space. 

Experiment 

• Don’t overlook perfect display 
spaces like mantels or occasional tables 
which can be dressed with a 
“tablescape” of collected objects that 
have some link, whether in colour or the 
material in which they’re made. 

• See cushions as decorative jewels 
which can instantly brighten a space 
and sometimes completely alter the 
look of a room. Nothing looks duller 
than identical cushions, so experiment 
by, for instance, grouping cushions in 
the same colour but in different tex¬ 
tures, or have one striking cushion star¬ 
ring beside its plainer neighbours. 

• Walls look wonderful if dressed 
properly - but successful picture dis¬ 
plays rely for their impact on a connect¬ 
ing factor. Before hanging a group of 
pictures you should take time to 
prepare a plan on paper or lay out the 
pictures on the floor.

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Time-travellers have a 
rich history to explore 



THE WEST Midlands has a rich 
history which has left an legacy 
of impressive buildings and 
sites to explore. 

In Shropshire much of the heritage is 
drawn from the centuries of uneasy rela¬ 
tions with their neighbours the Welsh. 

This legacy includes the remains of the 
Roman city of Wroxeter (some claim it 
became Arthur’s Camelot after the 
Romans left) where a Roman villa has 
been recreated as part of a TV documen¬ 
tary. 

Nearby is the imposing Attingham 
Hall, where the picture gallery became 
the model for Buckingham Palace’s 
gallery, and the romantic ruins of impres¬ 
sive Ludlow Castle and Wenlock 
Priory. 

Terminus 

The latter is in the village of Much 
Wenlock, where the modern Olympics 
originated and are being celebrated as 
part of London 2012. 

Nearby Bridgnorth is the northern ter¬ 
minus of the Severn Valley Railway 
which steams along the beautiful valley 
via Bewdley to Kidderminster and 
includes the Engine House education 
centre at Highley. 

In this area, Buildwas Abbey ruins 
and Dudmaston Hall grounds make 
great picnic spots. 

Near Craven Arms are picturesque 
medieval manor house Stoke say 
Castle, the Secret Hills Discovery 
Centre with its replica Shropshire 
mammoth and Acton Scott historic 
working farm, where Victorian Farm was 
filmed. 


Ironbridge is named after one of the 
marvels of the early industrial age, which 
spans the Severn, and the gorge is the 
birthplace of the Industrial Revolution 
that transformed the world. 

There are ten museums in the gorge, 
available via individual ticket or by a 12- 


month passport for all of them. 

The biggest is Blists Hill Victorian 
Town, which takes visitors back to the 
19th Century. 

Industry later moved to the Black 
Country and Birmingham where the 

Black Country Living Museum in 


Dudley gives visitors a taste of that sooty, 
chain-hammering, hard-working past. 
The Back To Backs in Birmingham city 
centre show how the workers lived, 
whilst the palatial ruins of Witley 
Court, near Stourport, hint at the opu¬ 
lence enjoyed by industrialists such as 
the Earl of Dudley. 

The Manders made Wightwick 
Manor, Wolverhampton, into a celebra¬ 
tion of the 19th Century arts and crafts 
movement. 

Soho House in Handsworth was the 
elegant home of Birmingham industrial¬ 
ist Matthew Boulton and nearby the 
Museum of the Jewellery Quarter in 
Hockley is a time capsule for one of the 
city’s great trades. 

Hideaways 

Another city landmark, Aston Hall, 
played a role in one of the country’s defin¬ 
ing conflicts, the English Civil War, as did 
Boscobel House and Moseley Old 
Hall, both near Wolverhampton. 

The religious persecutions leading up 
to that 17th Century conflict are 
reflected in the ‘priest hole’ hideaways at 
Harvington Hall, near Kidderminster, 
and at moated Baddesley Clinton, near 
Solihull, both Elizabethan treasures. 

Conflicts of a recent era are remem¬ 
bered at the Royal Air Force Museum 
at Cosford, an aviation fan’s must-see 
attraction housed in three huge hangars 
at the air base. 

It has a fascinating Cold War exhibi¬ 
tion too and is free admission, though you 
will need to pay for parking.

FAMILIES looking for thrills have 
plenty of choice in the Midlands. 

At West Midland Safari Park 
between Kidderminster and 
Bewdley, a day out includes a four- 
mile self-drive safari and 27-ride 
leisure park. A new attraction is 
Penguin Cove, where you can 
watch the Humboldt penguins. 

At Dudley Zoo two new animal 
stars are Amur tiger Tschuna and 
Sumatran tiger Daseep. There’s 
lots to discover in the 40-acre 
grounds of the supposedly 
haunted ruined castle. 

Few castles are more impressive 
than Warwick Castle with its 
dungeon, Dragon Tower and are 
regular birds of prey displays. 

More than 50 rides and attrac¬ 
tions ensure a busy day out at 


Alton Towers in Staffordshire. 
New for 2012 is Nemesis Sub- 
Terrar, which takes the terror 
underground. 

Drayton Manor Park near Tam- 
worth features a new 4D movie 
based on classic fantasy The Little 
Prince. There are also the big 
coasters, including Ben 10 Ulti¬ 
mate Mission, and the stomach- 
churning Maelstrom. 

There are hands-on, hi-tech dis¬ 
plays at The Public in West 
Bromwich, which is free, as is the 
New Art Gallery in Walsall. 

For those with a sweet tooth, 
Cadbury World at Bournville is 
the ultimate destination, visited 
by more than half a million choco¬ 
holics last year.

Albion 1 Newcastle Utd 3 


FOOTBALL, like all sports, comes 
down to a matter of timing. 

Albion boss Roy Hodgson chose the 
weekend to set out his stall for his 
Hawthorns future and his England aspira¬ 
tions. 

Yet his players chose Sunday to turn in 
one of their most abject 45-minute displays 
since he took charge over a year ago. 

An emphatic defeat to a red-hot Newcas¬ 
tle will do little to puncture the bubble of 
positivity surrounding Hodgson and his side 
after an impressive month of victories that 
preceded a mini-stumble in their last three 
games. But just when Hodgson might have 
wanted his players to add some weight to his 
pre-match media messages, they tripped up 
in spectacular style. 

On Friday he used the issue of Ben 
Foster’s future to deliver his strongest 
message yet about the robust recruitment 
required to keep him in the Midlands. 

And 24 hours later he offered his most 
candid views on his England ambitions since 
Fabio Capello’s sudden departure left the FA 
with a vacancy to fill. 

But on Sunday his players were woefully 
short of the levels that have made their 
experienced gaffer so highly-prized at his 
club and genuinely talked about as a possi¬ 
ble manager of his country. 

One poor game should barely leave a 
scratch on a coaching CV constructed over 
three solid decades in countless corners of 
the globe, yet in an age where the last result 
does more to shape public opinion than ever 
before, he could have done with a leg-up 
from his troops all the same. 

For all their clear strides in Hodgson’s 
first year at the helm, Albion found them¬ 
selves outplayed by a side whose superior 
resources allow them to pluck the tastier 
morsels from the same transfer table at 
which Albion aspire to dine. 

The build-up to kick-off was impressive, 


with T-shirts in support of stricken Bolton 
player Fabrice Muamba, the return of young 
vocalist Emily Badger to herald the teams’ 
arrival with The Lord’s My Shepherd, and a 
touching minute’s applause in honour of 
late Hawthorns hero Ray Barlow. 

Yet Hodgson’s men could not match the 
rousing pre-match events with a similar 
show of togetherness in the opening half and 
were staring down the barrel of a Newcastle 
gun inside 12 minutes. 

Aside from a shot over Tim Krul’s cross¬ 
bar from Youssouf Mulumbu in the opening 
seconds, a lethargic, sluggish Baggies were 
blown away in the opening 45 minutes by a 
Magpies team operating with the kind of 
style and swagger that befitted their impres¬ 
sive placing in the thick of the race for 


Europe. The home crowd watched as their 
side’s defence was carved open with ease on 
six minutes with a fabulous pass from Jonas 
Gutierrez finding Hatem Ben Arfa, who 
crossed from the left for Papiss Cisse to 
sweep home the opener. Six minutes later a 
Baggies defence that had been miserly in 
recent weeks went missing again. 

Yohan Cabaye’s delicious volleyed pass 
inside his own half sent Ben Arfa racing 
forward and he exchanged simple passes 
with Cisse before stepping too easily away 
from Jonas Olsson to finish. 

Had Marc-Antoine Fortune headed under 
the crossbar instead of over it on 27 
minutes, momentum might have shifted. 

But 11 minutes before the interval the 
game was up as the Magpies’ pace, power 


and movement again proved too much for 
Albion and Demba Ba and Ben Arfa com¬ 
bined to tee-up Cisse for his second. 

The introduction of Shane Long as one of 
two half-time substitutes helped the 
Baggies improve markedly after the break.
